SUES HIS NEIGHBOR
FOR KILLING CHICKENS.

Court to Declde Detween F. 8. Bolte,
n Fancler of Fowls, and Edward
Aathan, Who Prizes His Garden,

Whether a person has a right to kill the
chickens of another, which damage his
garden, s Lo be tested in the courts In a
sult fled with Justice Cullinane yesterday
by Fred 8. Bolte agalnst Edward Nathan.
Holte Jives at No. 443 Terry street and
Nathan at No. 162 Cora avenue.

For some time there has been Il fecling
between the Boltes and Nathane, becaase
of the encroachment of Boit's chlckens up-
on Nathan's garden. The former is a
chicken fancier and has some choice fowls
which he valuea highly., Nathan is fond
of his flowers and garden,

Bolte was warned to keen his fowls en-
closed and prevent them from foraging in
the neighborhood, but the chickens con-
tnued to visit Nathan's garden and des-
troy the plants he had Intended for his
fable. Becoming angered at the fallure of
his neighbor to restrain  his  chickens.
Nathan set about to use force in the pro-
tection of hiw garden and, It ls sald, killed
the first one of the fowls he could catch
and thréw Its carcass over the fence.

This act was followed by the slaughter of
another prized chicken which had feasted
upon thegenlounlfr guarded garden and yis-
terday there followed the damage sult.
Bolte wants Nathan to pay him $L% for the
actual value of the chickens, and 20 puni-
tive damages.

Attorney Charles Frensky, who repre-
aents Holte, says that the law does not per-
mit of the desiruction of permonal property
because of Its trespassing. Nathan might
have removed the chickens, he thinks, but
he was not warranted in killing the fowis

Nothan thinks that the Jow should protect
him In bhls right to destroy the chickens,

BARBAGLIA GIVEN THREE
YEARS IN PENITENTIARY.

Light Sentence In Imposed Becanse of
Informntion Fornished by
the Prisoner.

John Barbaglia, convicted in tha TTnited
States District Court on Tuesday of forging
and having in his possession forged natur-
allzation papers, was yesterdiy sentencesd
to thres years in the Missouri Penltentinry
by Judge Amidon.

In pronouncing the sentencs Judge Amli-
don told Barbaglln that he had been gullty
of n grave offense ngninst the Government,
angd that his sentence wns unusually lleht
for the crime of which he had been found
gullty.

His confesslon and hiz action in telling
the names of those who were parties to the
crime, aml who were hehind him in the
naturalization frauds, the Judge sald, had
earned for Barbaglia a light sentence, On
thia account the leniency of the court had
heen extended.

In conclusion, Barbnglia was :g-‘lrunnlshﬂd
to shun evil Influences when his s<ntence
was completed, and to live as a law-sbiding
cltizen of hi= adopied country.

A meeting of the Itallans who hold forzed
or fraudulent naturalization papers
cured at the Instance of Barboglli nnd his
associntes  waos held Thursday night. It
wis decided to ald the Government to cori-
viet those who had imposed upon their 1g-
naorance and credulity.
